AT CHURCHILL PORT 


NO LAND WILL BE SOLD IN SITE 
OF SEAPORT ON HUDSON 
BAY, CANADA 


WINNIPEG, Cariada. — Construc- 
tion of terminals and harbor works 
at Churchill, seaport of Northern 
Manitoba and terminus of the new 
Hudeon Bay’ Rallway, is so well ad- 
vanced that experimental gra'n ship- 
ments from Western Canada to Bur- 
ope by way of the Bay route are to 
be made this fall. Next year will see 
the official opening of the port, and 
the Government of Manitoba has com 
pleted plans for the development of 
the Churchill town-site into a modern 
city. capable of caring for a cofs'd- 
erable population. 

The province owns all property at 
Churchill and none of it will be sold 
Instead it will be disposed of in fifty- 
year leases subject to rev'sion each 
five yoans. Orderly growth. over a 
period of many years is foreseen and 
plans have been made with that end 
'n view. The town will have central 
heating, fireproof public buildings, a 
system of parks and boulevards, w‘de 
strects and protected residential 
areas, generous apace for recreations, 

‘Al; streets, parks and squares will 
be mamed after the carly explorers | 
and heroes of Canadian history. Monu 
ments to the hardy sailors who 
brought their ships into Hudson Bay 
‘mn the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries will be set up along a park- 
way, 140 feet wide and 700 feet long 
leading up to the municipal buildings.

AUTOMOBILES IN CANADA PAID 
$43,000,000 GASOLINE TAX 
IN YEAR 


TORONTO, Canada.—lIf the dist- 
ance travelled in Canada by motor 
vehicles last year were placed end to 
end it would make a total of 9,000 
mill'ons. of miles, a very respectable 
distance even in stellar space, accord- 
ing to official figures compiled here. 
To run this enormous mileage Cana- 
dian and vis ting motoristy purchased 
500,000,000 gallons of gasoline and 
contributed $43,000,000 of the treasur 
ies of the pine provinces in’ gasoline 
taxes and for automobile Licenses and 
driving permits. This was an increase 
“f about $2,600,000 over the preced- 
lag twelve months. . 

The provinces ‘reported a total re- 
gistration of 1,239,888 motor vahicles 
of which 1,074,494 were passengers ve 
hicles. In 1929 the registration was 
1,193,889 and in 1928 it was 1,076,819 
for al} Glasses. of vehicles. On the 
avenage each eight Canadians own a 
motor car, a ratio exceeded only by 
the United States and the Hawai an 
Islands,

DAMAGE IN. ONTARIO 
SAYS CROP REPORT 


Due to favoring weather and suffic- 
cient moisture ‘nthe most districts 
and with no materia] damage from 
insects or hail, crops in those areas 
of the Prairie Provinces not already 
ruined by. drought have cont'nued to 
make satisfactory progross during 
the past week. Pastures and feed 
crops have improved. In ak other 
provinces the crops generally ocon- 
tinue in a highly favourable condi- 
tion though in part of Western On- 
taro severe storms have flattened 
crops and entailed some damage. In 
Quebec the harvesting of a heavy 
crop of hay ig well advanced, al- 
though intermittent raing have fe- 
tarded operations. In the Maritime 
Provinces haying is gencral and a- 
bove: average cut seems fairly well 
assured, though recent rains have re- 
tarded curing. In Briti#h Columbia 
very warm weather is proving béne- 
ficial to all crops. Deta Is follow: 

Alberta—In the northeastern area 
wheat is fifty per cent to seventy per 
cent headed and an average crop is 
indicated. In the southeastern area, 
crops for about fifty miles northeast of 
Medicine Hat and some miles south 
of the main ne of the CPR. are 
promising, but poor elsewhere. West- 
ern area. Crops are making good 
progress, fifty to seventy per cent 
headed with moisture conditions satis 
factory except in South where more 
mo sture is needed. Sugar beets indi- 
cate a ninety per cent average crop. 
Saskatchewan—In the northern area 
crops generally are fair'y satisfact- 
ory. The Prince Albert section and 
tiye extreme North indicate good av-~ 
erage wheat yields with coarse 
grains improving, but growth back- 
ward and uneyen. In ¢he southern 
area further precipitation is needed 
to permit the growth of reseeded 
crops; im some districts of the lange 
South Central Area little more than 
sccd ‘s expected and in oliiers feed

CANADIAN CITY UNDAUNTED 
BY DISASTROUS FIRE ON 
WATERFRONT 


SAINT JOHN, New Brunswick, 
Canada.—The port of Saint John will 
be ready for business as usual when 
the Winter shipping season opens. Re- 
centily port facil ties at West Saint 
John were wiped out in a disastrous 
fire which caused damage of $10,000 - 
000. Before the 
plans were being made for reconstruc 
tien, and according to present expec- 
tations, this work wt be sufficiently 
far advanced by December s0 that 
Saint John may retain her position jn 
the world of trade. It is proposed to 
build steel sheds on the present whar 
ves as a temporary expedient. Later 
‘the wharves themselves gradually 
wil] bd renewed, 

The Sa nt John port is operated by 
the Saint John Harbor Commission, 
a Federal body, which suffered a loss 
of $3,500,000 in the fire. Money will 
be advanced from the Dominion treas 
ury to assist in rebuild'ng. Seventeen 
freight sheds and the immigration 
sheds were destroyed in the fire, to- 
gether with a passenger steamer, a 
p-iot boat, several fishing schooners, 

50 ralway cars and a. number of 
esidences.

cities. It was established in 1784 
by the United Emp‘re Loyalists; !oyal 
Br'toris who left the r homes in the 
new United States of America to 
found new homes under the old flag.
